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THE gravest responsibility that 


, has been required of the present 


administration is the selection, by 
the President, ef the Chief-Justive 


_ of one of the highest judicatories of 


the world. Thousands of men can 
be selected for President, and tens 
of thousands for Vice-President and 
Cabinet Ministers, but few for the 
exalted position of the highest chief 
judicial officer of the land. Presi- 
dent Jackson was wise in his ap- 
pointment of Roger Brovske Taney 
of Maryland in 1835, who occupied 
the station until his death in 
Washington, October 12, 1864. 
President Lincoln showed great 
wisdom during the perilous days of 
1861-65, in choosing Salmon P. 


Chase of Obio for the office, Decem- 


ber 6, 1864, and in 1874 President 
Grant exhibited great discretion 
in calling Morrison R. Waite to 
the Chiei-Justice’s chair, after hav- 
ing conferred the honor of appoint- 
menton Attorney-General George 
H,. Williams of Oregon and Caleb 
Cushing of Massachusetts in 1873, 
both of whom were virtually re- 
jected by the Senate. Judge 
Waite’s nomination was confirmed 
by the votes of sixty-two senators, 
immediately after Charles Sumner 
had spoken strongly and: barshly 
against him, growing out of his 
opposition to Judge Waite, in coa- 
sequence of baving been an inde- 
pendeut. Republican candidate for 
Congress in one of the Ohio dis- 
tricts against one of Senator Sum- 
ner’s warmest friends and defeating 
him. 

Several gentlemen have been 
named for the position and as be- 
ing prominent before the President. 
The GAZETTE hopes President 
Cleveland will not nominate a 
mere politician, but will rise to the 
dignity of a true American citizen, 
remember the responsibility resting 
upon him and appoint a man fitted, 
in all respects, for the lofty posi- 
tion.

Dakota will come in as one State, 
and the adiaission of that Territory 
and New Mexico will confine Utah 
to its present territory. The Amer- 
ican population of New Mexico is 
not large, but there is little danger 
of its becoming subject to Mormon 
influence should it be elevated to 
the eondition ef statehood. The 
population of Dakota at the Federal 
census of 1880 was 135,177; at the 
State census of 1885 415,610. Mon- 
tana had a population of 39,159 in 


1880, and a round 100,000 in 1885. 


New. Mexico had 119,565 in 1880, 
and 135,000 in 1885. Washington 
reported a population of 75,116 at 
the Federal and 129,438 at the State 
census. Arizona, Idaho and Wy- 
oming are still under the limit 
which has generally been recog- 
nized: in the admission of new 
States. Utah reported a population 
of 170,000 at the census in 1885, but 
- there is no chance of its admission 
until its people shall show that a 
majority of ‘its voters are oy;:posed 
to thé polygamous features of the 
Mormon religion.

Mis Total HNecevery Now Consid- 
ered Probable. . 

New York, April 12.—Dr. Barker 
called on Conkling last evening at five 
o’clock again, and found the patient 
walking the floor. He recognized the 
doctor, however, for a moment, and 
then lapsed into delirum. At1‘!30 this 
morning Mrs. Conkling was more 
hopeful, and said her husband was 
better than at any time in the last 
forty-eight hours. 

What was thought to be theturn- 
ing point in ex-Senator Conkling’s 
condition came this morning at 6:30 
o’clock. While suffering from one of 
the periodical attacks of delirum Mr. 


Conkling paced up and down the sick 

chamber. After ten minutes he be- 
came exhausied and once more sank 
on the bed. It was not long until he 
was fast asleep. His physicians said 
that much depended on the condition 
of the case when he awakened, and 
were on the tiptoe of expectancy. Dr. 
Barker called at the patient's residence 
at ten minutes past nine o’clock and 
found bis patient resting peacefully. 
The doctor feit the patient’s pulse, and 
said it was more regular than it bad 
been. for several days. 

Justthen Conkling awoke and cor- 
dially Shook hands with the physician, 
who at once asked him if he would not 
take somes soothing medicine. The 
sufferer promptly replied in the af- 
firmative and as promptly took the 
medicine offered him. Subsequently 
Dr. Barker, in the form of an official 
bulletin, announced tothe members of 
the press that Mr. Conkling was be- 
ginning to recover. ‘*A marked 
changb for the better,’’ he added, ‘thas 
taken place during the night.’’ 

Edward S, Stokes visited Conkling 
at 10 o’elock, and when he came out he 
said: **I never was more surprised in 
my life than to see the improved con- 
dition of Conkling. “Yesterday I vwe- 
lieved he would not recover, and sent 
a telegram to that eftect. To-day he 
was sitting upin bed and recognized 
me. 


A MILLION SIGNATURES. 


The Knights of Labor and the 
Postal Telegraph. 

WASHINGTON, April 12. — The 
Knights of Labor mean to convince 
Congress, if it can be done by means

KNOXVILLE, Tenn., April 12. —News 
reaches here of a fearful affray which 
took place Monday at the Cumberland 
Gaptunnel.

This being refused they quit, 
and posted a notice that any persons 
taking their places would be shot 
down. The company secured men in 
their places, and at the time mentioned 
the strikers appeared, opened fire and 
killed five men and wounded many 
others. A posse has started in pur- 
suit of the gang, with orders to bring 
them in dead or alive.

Testimeny Taken at the Preliii- 
nary Examination Yo-Day. ~“ 
Constable Upson returned from 
Virginia City this morning with P. 
E. Shannon and Jackson Shannon, 
the father and brother of Joe Shan- 
non, who was killed by Charles 
Graf at the Galena Hill mine, ner 
Steamboat on the 6th inst, and at 
10 o’clock the preliminary exami- 
nation was held before Justice 
Yoang. R. H. Lindsay appeared 
for the defense and District Attor- 
ney Evans oppeared on behalf of 


the people. 

The first witness examined was 
Jackson Shannon, the complaining 
witness, who testified substantially 
as follows: 

My name is Jackson Shannon, 
aged 19 anda resident of Virginia 
City. I was at the Galena Hill 
mine on the 6th inst. My bsother 
woke me up about 6:30 A. M.; I 
dressed and went out on the bill- 
side; Graf was also up. My brother 
was in bed when [I left the cabin. 
Graf was cutting some beef on the 
table. When about 150 feet from 
the cabin I heard loud talking; I 
could not hear what they were 
talking about; I returned to the 
cabin and opened the door; saw 
Charley Graf choking my brother; 
he was in the top bunk; he was 


his back. The cabin is 10x12 feet 
in size; the door faces west; there 
is no other opening in the cabin ex- 
cept the window; it was shut when 
I left the cabin; it was not open 
when | returned; it slides east and 
west. When I opened the door my 
brother called out to me to pull the 
defendant off; I tried to, and caught 
the defendant around tlie waist. 
My brother then got the pistol from 
under the pillow and threw it out 
of the door; the pistol fell just out- 
side the door; it was a six-shooter; 
five chainbers were loaded; I shot 
the one load wissing the Monday 
before; when my brother threw the 
pistol out he asked me to pick it 
up. Ididso. My brother was in 
bed, with nothing on but his under- 


shirt and drawers. Seeing that I 
had the pistel Graf allowed my 
brether to get up; the defendant 
got down from the bunk and came 
outside of the door and told me 
to drop the pistol. I told 
him [I would not and ordered 
him to stand back. He then went 
inte the bouse for the gun, which 
was standing behiud the door. My 
brother,seeing the danger I was in, 
jumped down and shut thedoor, be 
bimself staying in the house, I 
then went around to the window 
which my brcther opened. There 
is a spring catch on the top of the 
window; itis not possibie to open 
the window from the outside; I saw 
my brother open the window. 
When I looked in I saw my brother 
covered with the musket in the 
hands of the defendant; my brother 
was standing just in frout of the 
window; Graf was standing with 
his back towards the door. My 
brother was stundiong on the east 
edge of the window, with his hand 
resting on the sill. My brother 
asked me for the pistol; I refused 
to give it to him for fear they might 
hurt one another. My brother then 
reached out do see if I would not 
give him the pistol; just as he 
reached for the pistol, I heard the 
gun discharged; the gun was loaded 
with fine shot. I did not hear Graf 
say anything at the time of the dis- 
charge of the gun. My brother did 
not have anything in his hand at 
the time of the shootiug; his right 
hand was hanging by hisside. Af- 
ter the shooting I started to climb 
into the window. I had my knees 
on the window sill, but lost my bal- 
ance and fell outside. Defendant 
at the eame time calied out to me to 
get out and said I bad no business 
there, The pistol fellfrom my right 
hand inside the house.

Q.—Then what made you think 
your brother threw the pistol out 
of the door so that Graf would not 
get it? A.—The pistol case was in 
sight just outside the edge of the 

illow. Anyone seeing it would 

now there was a pistol there, 

Q.—Can you tell why your 
brother did not keep the pistol to 
defend himself witb, instead of 
throwiny it out of the door. .A.—He 
had no room to use it. | 

Q.—Did not your brother say to 
you, ‘‘take this pistol and shoot the 
ee ee A.—No, 
sir. 

When I stooped for the pistol I 
said to Graf: “Get off, and stop 
this; stop choking him.’’ Then 
Graf got down and rushed after me 
with a club; he stepped to pick 
up something just as he came out of 
the door. I am not sure that he 
had a club; Graf went back into the 
house and came out again with a 
musket. 

Q.—What was Joe doing at this 
time? A.—He was laying on bis, 
back too weak to get off. 

Q.—How did you know he was 
too weak to get off? A.—Because 
he dropped back as soon as Graf 
got off. 

Recess. 

At lo’clock the taking of testi- 
mony was resumed, the complain- 
ing witness contiuuing his story as 
follows: 

The pistol thrown out by my 
brother had a seabbard on. Graf 
and my brother were bothin the 
cabin when my brother shut the 
door; when he shut thedoor Graf 
was behind it. My brother did not 
say anything to me at that time. 
The only thing by brother said to 
me was, ‘‘Take up the pistol!’

When I looked in I 
could just see the muzzle of the 
musket but could not see Graf, The 
reason I did not give my brother 
the pistol] when ‘he asked for it was 
because I saw the muzzie of the 
musket pointed right into his face, 
and I knew that as soon as I gave 
him the pistol the defendant would 
shoot him. I refused to give him 
the pistol because I feared they 
would hurt one anotber. My 
brother reached out of the window 
to see if I would give him the pis- 
tol, Whben he reached out my 
brother said: “Give me tbat 
pistol!’’ 

Q.—You said in your direct ex- 
amination that just as he reached 
for the pistol the gun was dis- 
charged inside the cabin? A.—That 
is correct. 

I am positive that I only saw the 
muzzle of the musket when I 
looked in the cabin. 

Q.—Did you not say to the Dis- 
trict Attorney that when you 
looked in the window your brother 
was standing in front of the window 
and Graf was standi®g witb his 
back to the door covering your 
brother with the musket. A.— 
Yes, sir. : 

Q.—How do you reconcile your 
two siatements? A.—I was mis- 
taken in my first statement. 

I have told all that transpired be- 
tween my brother and myself. Af- 
ter I fell from the window I went 
into the cabin. I was not afraid of 
Graf; I thought of nothing but my 
brother; I was very nervous aud 
excited at the time. 

In answer to a question pro- 
pounded by the District Attorney, 
witness said: My brother never 
used the expression ‘‘Take the pis- 
tol and shoot the top of the Dutch 
— — —— head eff.”” He was 
never in the habit of using such 
language. Ido not know whether 
or not Graf knew the pistol was 
under the pillow. 

Question by Mr. Lindsay—Since 
the recess has anyone cailed your 
attention to the fact that Graf 
might have known the pistol was 
there. A.—WNo, sir; I thought of it 
myself. 

The testimony of witness was then 
read to him, which he pronounced 
correct and signed. 

Mr. Lindsay announced that the 
defense would make no etatement, 
and notified the Court that he 
would make an application for bail 
before the District Court. 

No other testimony was offered 
and the prisoner was remanded fo 
awuit the action of the Grand Jury.

the one of how to get first-class 
farm hands. It is one thing to hire 
men and another to hire the kind 
of men that are wanted. We have 
no sympathy with the heedless type 
of fellows on whom no responsi- 
bility can be placed with safety, 
who in consequence are never 
wanted by the same farmer for 
two consecutive seasons, and for 
whom even low wages are too 
high. The man who expects to 
take no interest in his employer’s 
work is generally dear at his board, 
But the reliable, square, painstak- 
ing farm hand, of clean character 
and conscientious faithfulness, de- 
serves to be well paid; and the em- 
ployer who is not willing to pay 
him well does not deserve his ser- 
vices. There is and there should 
be a premium on efficiency in the 
farm hand. 


Top-Priced Butter. 

A correspondent of the London 
Agricultural Gazette sums up the 
points of making prime butter in 
this remarkable way: I venture 
to assert that any one who has 
good, sweet pasture, who keeps his 
dairy and every utensil in it scru- 
pulously clean, who never churns 
cream more than sixty hours old 
from the cow, and always at the 
proper temperature, tested by a 
thermometer; who uses a proper 
churn (there are lots of them), ven- 
tilating bis churn at intervals by 
taking out the plug, who stops 
churning the moment the butter 
shows itself in small grains not so 
large as wheat, who then lets the 
churn rest until the butter all floats 
up tothe top, and then carefully 
lets out tae butter milk and re- 
places it with clean cold water, 
turning it very slowly; who again 
lets the churn stop to let the butter 
float up and then lets out the 
milky water and replaces it with a 
fresh supply of cold water; who 


then gives the churn a very few’ hi 


slow turns and then alittle faster 
so asto gather the butter into a 
sort of lump, and then lets out the 
butter with a cloth over both hands 
so as not to touch it, and then, 
when cool, works it with a proper 
butter worker and never touches 
it with his hands, but only with 
“wooden hands,” will most assur- 
edly make top-priced butter.
